“The bill provides, upon the failure 
of the State to enforce the conditions 
imposed against private owners, the 
United States may enforce the condt- 
tions against the State, and forfeit all 
the rights of the private owner and of 
thé State, and restore the land to the 
United States. There ought to be a 
specific proyision providing the United 
States may sue the State for forfeiture 
and also that the execytive shall have 
the right to declare a forfeiture.

BENEFITS OF COMMERCE COURT. 
“The advantage of the court is that 
we shall have a court of experts at 
Washington very familiar with the 
whole business of Interstate com- 
merce, and the decisions affecting it, 
and which will be able to dispose of 
the business before it promptly, and 
give efficiency to the orders of the In- 
terstate Commerce Commission that 
are legal. The whole object of the 
court is expedition, and the whole de- 
fect of the interstate commerce proced- 
ure heretofore has been delay. I re- 
gard the commerce court as practically 
the most important feature in the bill. 

“Thus far it has remained in the 
House bill, although by a close vote, 
and it has not been stricken out in 
the Senate.

Heretofore the Mmter- 
state Commerce Commission itself has 
controlled the litigation in the courts 
and it presented the anomaly of a 
quasi judicial tribunal suing in its own 
behalf to confirm its own judgments. 
It was thought wiser to give thig to 
the Department of Justice; but 
amendments have been introduced by 
which shippers who have an intérest 
may be heard by special counsel if 
sean desire, under regulatiéns of the 

rt.

FEATURES STILL IN BILL. 
“There are also provisions for reor- 
ganization and merger which contain 
similar limitations as to the issue of 
stock and bonds.

“Two sections have deen stricken 
out. Section 7, attempted to legalise 
the making of tariff agreements not 
to last longer than thirty days, be- 
tween competing lines as to rates, but 
forbade pooling.

Office for Aid in Finding

The Carnegie Solar Observatory on 
the summit of Mt. Wilson is one of 
the best in the world from which to 
make astronomical] observations, fitted 
up, as it is, with the largest refiecting 
telescope in the world, and manned by 
some of the most skilled scienists to 
be found anywhere. 

Since the very first appearance of 
the big comet, many months ago, al- 
most daily observations have been 
made, particularly with reference to 
the spectrum of its head and tail. It 
is the spectrum which shows the com- 
position of the comet, whether solids 
or gases and the kinds and density 
of the gases. Also there has been much 
speculation as to the effect on the 
earth’s surface on May 18, when the 
earth passes threugh the tail of the 
comet as it swishes through space. 

The Times is able to publish the fol- 
lowing official statement from Director 
George E. Hale of the Mt. Wilson Ob- 
servatory, which was given out last 
night, after very careful observations 
and deductions made by himself and 
his corps of able assistants: 

COMET PHOTOGRAPHS. 

“Observations of Halley’s comet have 
been carried on regularly during the 
last three weeks with the sixty-inch 
reflecting telescope on Mount Wilson. 
These have been of two classes. First, 
direct pohtographs, to study the form 
and details of the head of the comet 
and the structure and extent of the 
tall; second, photographs of its spec- 
trum, to determine the nature of the 
material entering into its composition. 

“At present the comet is in one of 
its most favorable positions for ob- 
serving. It has just passed the point 
at which it rises longest before the 
sun, and from this time until the 18th 
of May it will approach the sun and 
become more and more difficult of ob- 
servation. On May 18 it crosses the 
tun, and after that date it will become 
an Object in the western sky, rapidly 
increasing in its distance from the sun 
and rising higher each successive even- 
ing. If the brightness of the comet 
does not increase too rapidly, it is 
probable that the most important ob- 
servations will be made after its pass- 
age across the sun, since it will be 
favored by a dark sky during a much 
longer time than at present. 

“On the 18th of May the earth will 
pass through the tail of the comet, at 
a distance of some 16,000,000 miles from 
the head, and two days later the earth 
and the comet will be closest together, 
about 14,000, 000 miles apart. Since the 
tail of the comet is conservatively es- 
timated at 20,000,000 miles in length, it 
is clear that the earth will pass 
through the extremity of the tall on 
the 18th of May. 

“The photographs of the comet 
taken on Mount Wilson by Mr. Ritchey 
and Mr. Fath show the presence of 
most interesting structure, both in the 
head and in the tan The head of the 
comet consists of a bricht nucleus 
surrounded by several envelopes, which 
vary in appearance from day to day. 
The tail of the comet is also interest-

According to” the most recent 
theory, the tails of comets, which al- 
ways point away from the sun, are 
due to extremely minute particles of 
solid matter and gas which are driven 
away from the sun by the pressure 
exerted by the light which the sun 
sends but. 
ANALYSIS OF LIGHT. . 

„The analysis of the light of Halley's 
comet made by Mr. Adams and Mr. 
Babcock with the spectroscope at- 
tached to the sixty-inch reflector, 
shows that it is composed very largely 
of cyanogen gas and other gases 
which are combinations of carbon with 
nitrogen, hydrogen or oxygen. There 
is, however, in the spectrum evidence 
that a considerable amount of the light 
of the comet is due also to sunlight 
reflected by fme, solid particles present 
in the comet. The combination of these 
two sources of light results in a most 
interesting spectrum, consisting of both 
bright and dark lines. 

“The spectrum is very strong in the 
green and yellow regions, and in the 
latter region two lines which are char- 
acteristic of sodium are _ intensely 
bright, showing the presence of sodium 
gas, probably in large quantities. The 
intensity of these lines is so great 
as to give a distinctly yellow color to 
the head of the comet. It is clear from 
the observations that cyanogen gas 
is present in considerable quantities, 
especially near the head of the comet. 
It probably forms a smaller propor- 
tion of the material of the tail, but the 
observations as yet are not: sufficient 
to show this with certainty. 

“The density of the gases composing 
the tails of comets is almost incon- 


ble to produce in any way in our 
laboratories. This is well shown by 
the fact that in the past observations 
have frequently been made on the light 
of stars through the tails of some of 
the greater comets. Although the light 
in such cases sometimes traverses 20,- 
000,000 or 30,000,000 miles of the space 
filled with the material composing the 
comet’s tall, not the slightest diminu- 
tion of light from the stars has ever 
been observed. Ender these circum- 
stances it is, of course, impossible to 
conceive that the gases forming the 
comet's tall could penetrate into the 
earth's atmosphere even to the slight- 
est extent.“

Federal Judge Declares That the 
Construction of Improvements Upon 
Private Property Within a City Is 
Not a Municipal Affair When State 
Statute is Violated. :

LONG BEACH contractors will have 
to comply with the State law in the fu- 
ture. The Second District Court of 
Appeals handed down a decision in the 
test case of N. Emmet May against the 
Board of Public Works of Long Beach, 
yesterday. The court refused to grant 
a writ of mandate to compel the board 
to issue a permit for the construction 
of an apartment building near the 
beach. The board refused to tssue the 
permit on the ground that the plans 
and specifications did not conform with 
the requirements of the act passed by 
the State Legislature in 1909. 

But it was alleged that the plans did 
conform with the ordinances of the city 
of Long Beach. For this reason, the 
petitioner contended that all matters 
in reference to the size and character 
of buildings constructed in a city hav- 
ing a charter, was a municipal affair. 
It was declared that charter provisions 
are superior to the general law. 

“In our opinion the construction of 
improvements upon private property 
within a city is not a municipal af- 
fair, states the Appellate Court. The 
city has no interest or control except 
as is necessary for the protection of 
public welfare. The .only power the 
city can exercise must come from its 
police power which is subordinate to 
the general law.“ 

If an ordinance un@ertakes to make 
lawful that which by the State law is 
unlawful, the ordinante must yield to 
the general law.

The free use of an athletic field in 
the new speedway to be constructed in 
Agricultural Park was offered the 
schools of the city and county by the 
board of directors of the Sixth District 
Agricultural Association, at a meet- 
ing of teachers held in the offices of 
the County Superintendent of Schools 
last night.

Of course we shall have a big 
celebration, and it should be the most festive day 

Angeles county—the entire Southwest, in fact 
—has ever seen. Already the movement to promote it 
has started among public-spirited men and organiza- 
tions. But why go farther afield for an idea than 


to plan the most magnificent and picturesque water 


carnival that can be given? 

In the northwesterly or upper end of the San 
Fernando Valley is the site of the main reservoir, 
1200 acres in extent. There the water will be 
poured out when the great conduit is completed, 
There is room on the adjacent slopes and campagna 
for hundreds of thousands of people to assemble; 
room for every form of sport and pageant 
with which we shall naturally celebrate; there 
of the land which the water is to 
make fertile; there will be the water when the day 


of the celebration comes. We might review a hun- 


dred of the world’s greatest celebrations with the 
conclusion that we should gather nothing so sug- 
gestive as an hour's visit to the natural scene, the 
point of the water’s arrival and debouchment. 


The people of Los Angeles will want to see the 


water when it arrives. They will want to drink it, 
sail on it and exploit it. Their guests from a dis- 
‘tance will anticipate scenes of great natural beauty, 
green valleys surrounded by majestic mountains, 
fields of fruit and banks of flowers, picturesque 
glimpses of old missions, splendid pageants, sun- 


shine and blue skies. It is a picture that suggests

That might be spec- 
tacular, but we do not want to advertise to 
the world that we have water enough to 
create a deluge in our streets. The fact that 
we have enough water to supply any future 
population is all that we care to hgve the world 
know. The world will not be interested in this 
until they come to buy property. The fact of great 


significance is that Los Angeles is building a vast 


new city without the walls, a self-sustaining, pro- 
ductive community which means prosperity within 
the gates. 

When the day for the celebration arrives the 
upper end of the San Fernando Valley will be in 


reality a city suburb, as the lower end is today. 


There will be an electric car line and a population. 
With the Southern Pacific Railroad and the Los 
Angeles Pacific in operation, the problems of trans- 
portation for crowds will be solved.

R A BRILLIANT WATER CARNIVAL. 
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OR MORE AMERICAN HOMES. 

Many a good cause has failed because some 
bad epithet has been applied to it, or some motto 
connected with it has been turned into contempt. 
Many a bad cause has triumphed «because some 
alluring name was tagged on to it which it did not 
merit. 

There is a fascinating sound in this word “con- 
servation.” It appeals to the best instincts of our N 
nature and arouses righteous indignation in another 
connection. The idea arises in our mind that we 
are saving something from wasteful destruction, 
not for ourselves, but for future generations. There 
is an allurement about that. It kindles righteous 
indignation because it carries with it an intimation 
that somebody is wantonly destroying and others 
are fraudulently acquiring something that doeh not 
belong to them, but to the whole people, and that 
we ought to hand down to those who come after us. 

The Reciamation Service is really the mother of 
the conservation policy. The Reclamation Service 
from the very beginning appealed to the people to 
“preserve the forests, store the rains, hold back the 
floods and irrigate the arid plains.” The work here 
to be done appealed to the heroic sentiment of the 
American people, for it was a great work in its 
scope. But that was not all. This heroic work of 
reclamation was undertaken for the specific pur- 
pose of “providing homes for American citizens.” 

Who lay at the bottom of thig reclamation work? 
Probably nearly every ope who has read these 
words will say, offhand: “The government,” The 
answer is wrong. The government did nothing of 
the kind. The idea emanated from the brains of 
private citizens, and the government, which is rep- 
resented for the most part by politicians, only took 
it up after a great deal of hard work had been 
done by the individuals who originated the scheme. 
It appealed to the American people partly because 
of its philanthropic quality. Yet it was not philan- 
thropy that lay at the root of the idea. The phil- 
anthropic instincts of the people were appealed to, 
and in this way a good cause was given an unusual 
impetus. But really cold-blooded business was at 
the bottom of the Reclamation Service. The idea 
originated somewhere among some of the great 
business men of America. Whoever originated the 
thought communicated it promptly to other great 
then of business, and the big railroaders immedi- 
ately saw the wisdom and importance of the pro-. 
gramme and gave it their hearty indorsement and 
their cordial support. This support was not merely 
in words, but in substantial gifts of money and in 
free transportation to everything connected with 
the Reclamation Service. The great manufacturers 
all over the country took up the cry. The steel 
mills and the manufacturers of agricultural imple- 
ments went in heart and soul. It ig easy to see 
why the scheme enlisted the ardent support of 
these great business men. An empire lay waste 
before them which would have, been “conserved” to 
nothingness for a thousand generations if these 
business men had not taken up and evolved this 
scheme. To develop this empire in all its possibil- 
ities meant large additions to the business of the 
railroads, to the business of the steel mills, and an 
enormously expanding market for wagons and 
plows, harness and harrows, shovels and spades, 
rs ea that is used upon the American 
arm. | 

These business men interested their 


who saw there were votes in the proposition for 
them, as the business men saw money in it. To 


advocate the reclamation of lands in Coloradc, 
Wyoming, Idaho or Oregon meant political sup- 
port for the Congressmen that took up that slogan, 
and political crucifixion for the C who 
failed. It was taken up ardently by the politicians 
after being concocted the business men of the 
country, but on both sides the idea proclaimed aloud 
everywhere, and the one that “caught on” and drew 
support from all quarters to the plan was that the 
rpose of this reclamation was to provide more 
for more American families.

ened the sphere of influence from the railroad and 


manufacturing point of view and gave every Amer- 


ican an interest in the scheme. It meant to offer 
farms to the congested population of the cities, to 
build up the West and furnish products for the 
tables of our own people and exports to be sent 
abroad.

MEXICO CITY, May 4.—A moment- 
ous event in the economic Jife of this 
capital will transpire within -a few 
days in the inauguration of service of 
the Mexican National Gas Company, 
the first to offer the city, centuries old, 
that form of fuel.

RACE TRACK MAN is KILLED AT 
SAN BERNARDINO.

Dan Crimmins, With Whom He Had 
a Fight, Is Held as Suspect, But 
Denies He Is Guilty—Medicine Man 
of the Piutes Murdered in the 
Mountains. 


SAN BERNARDINO, May %— 
Charles Cole, of Bishop, was killed last 
night at Association Park, the loca! 
race track, by being stabbed in the 
throat. Dan Crimmins, with one eye 
closed and discolored, is under arrest 
as a suspect. When the body was 
found this morning, the first impres- 
sion was that death had come from 
tuberculosis. Drs. H. W. Mills and 
Ham investigated and found three 
knife wounds on the body, one on the 
left wrist, another on the right shoul- 
der and a third in the throat. 

The Sheriff and police at once were 
notified, and soon arrestedtCrimmins. 
They learn that the two, with others, 
became involved in a drunken row, 
during which Cole beat Crimmins un- 
til his face and head were badly bat- 
tered. Later Cole expressed regret at 
the rough handling he had given Crim- 
mins, and taking a wet towel he 
started for Crimmins’ room. This was 
the last seen of Cole alive. 

This morning his body was found 
just outside Crimmins’ room. The 
stalls in the vicinity were spattered 
with gore, the place resembling a 
shambles. The wounds on the body 
are all upper cuts. They indicate that 
probably the first wound was inflicted 
in the wrist, being aimed for the heart. 
Cole leaped backward, and warded off 
the blow, which cut a three-inch gash 
in his wrist. The assailant then 
pressed in upon his victim again, 
swinging the steel into the arm, and 
as Cole continued to retreat a third 
blow sent the knife upward into his 
neck, under the chin. 

As the victim staggered backward 
he clutched at the assailant’s head, 
and pulled out a handful of hair. This, 
still gripped in the lifeless fingers, was 
found by the officers today, and will 
be used as evidence in the case if 
prosecution of any one follows. 

Crimmins declares he is innocent. 
He has no recollection of having trou- 
ble with Cole. He doubted the officers 
when they told him Cole was dead, and 
was taken to the morgue. Bending 
over the body the suspect looked in- 
tently, and then exclaimed: “Yes, 
that’s Charley. Gentlemen I'm inno- 
cent, I swear it. I wish I were there 
in his place.“

Harry York, medicine man of the 
Piutes, is dead, and Old Bismarck, 
Vages Mike and four other Piutes are 
in jail at Las Vegas on suspicion of 
having murdered him. York had fallen 
under suspicion of being of 
an evil spirit, because four daughters 
of Old Bismarck had died under his 
treatment, and three bucks nad also 
succumbed.

New City Hall Assuming Proportions. 
Structure to Cost Thirty Thous- 
and Dollars. 

POMONA, May 9.—Work is progress-

MAN is ELECTROCUTED ON THE 
BRADBURY RANCH.

Falls to Ground Above Spot Where 
William Pickering Was Entombed 
Six Weeks Ago—Couple of Other 
Workmen Severely Burned About 
the Face and Arms.

MONROVIA, May 9.—The Bradbury 
well, one mile south of the Santa Fé 
station, claimed a second victim when 
William Seeds was electrocuted this 
afternoon by contact with a live wire, 
He fell to the ground at the precise 
point where William Pickering was 
entombed by the cave-in of six weeks 
ago. S. Frame and Lee Bunce, two 
fellow laborers, narrowly escaped a 
like fate. Frame was shocked into 
unconsciousness, but was dragged 
from the danger zone by his dazed 
companion. Both were severely burned 
about the hands and arms. 

The deceased was about 30 years of 
age, unmarried, and leaves a brother 
at Santa Ana. Coroner Hartwell was 
notified and directed that the remains 
be removed to Renaker’s undertaking 
parlors, where the inquest will be held 
tomorrow afternoon at 3 o'clock. 

The men were working under the su- 
pervision of S. E. Oatey, a well driller 
of Los Angéles, who has the contract 
for drilling a fourteen-inch well from 
the bottom of a 114-foot cement shaft. 
Shortly after 1 o’clock p.m. they be- 
gan to erect a derrick, using a cable 
and windlass. To enable three men to 
work, the ratchet bar was lengthened 
by slipping over it a piece of iron pipe.
